Tax returns of 1926 for incomes of 
1924, az: analysis of which was tnade 
public today by the internal revenue 
buroau, disclose that 76 persons had 
net incomes of more than $1,000,000. 

This was a greater number than 
any year since 1917, when 141 per- 
sons reported earnings In excess of 
$1,000,000. The record number was in 
1916, when the total was 206; in 1918, 
67 persons reported incomes above 
$1,000,000; in 1919, 66; in 1920, 33; in 
1921, 23; im 1922, 67, and in 1923, 74.

There were 5,715 persons with in- 
comes in excess of $100,000 in 1924, as 
against 4,182 the previous year.

Making one of his infrequent appear- 

ances in this city, Carl Friedberg 
chose yesterday in this all-Beethoven 
year to present an all-Chopin piano re- 
cital at the Goodman theater. His 
last appearance here dates back to the 
1923-’24 season of the Chicago Sym- 
phony orchestra when he appeared as 
soloist. Chicago has been the loser by 
his absence. 
* For Mr. Friedberg is a personage of 
the piano. If his tempi are somewhat 
varied from the usual, the loss is not 
the listener's. His playing of the Fan- 
tasy in F minor, and of the Ballade in 
the same key, was to an unusual de- 
gree musicianly. His is the enthusiasm 
and dignity of the old school. To this 
he adds ample technic and a delightful 
variety of tone color.
